As part of its sanctions implementation efforts, OFAC publishes a list of individuals, groups, and entities, such as 
terrorists, proliferators, and narcotics traffickers, designated under various programs. The list also identifies blocked 
individuals, entities, and other property (such as vessels or aircraft) owned or controlled by, or acting for or on behalf of, 
blocked governments (such as Iran, Syria, and North Korea.) Collectively, such individuals and companies comprise 
OFAC’s "Specially Designated Nationals and Blocked Persons List" or "SDN List." Their assets are blocked and U.S. 
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persons are generally prohibited from dealing with them. For additional information on the SDN List please visit

Please note that credit bureaus and agencies in particular have adopted new measures to ensure compliance with OFAC 
regulations.
